It was founded in 1132 by Baldwin 
de Redvers, Earl of Devon and Lord of the Island, and 
was tenanted by Cistercian Monks, being the second 
establishment of its kind in England. It was fortified by 
licence from Edward III., so that it might be defended 
against attacks from sea-rovers. 
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
